In 
Roorda van Kysinga ‘s text the story about Kura Pandaki follows tin* 
original v<*r\ idosely, but in the Bodleian text it is introduced by a narrativi* 
of how Ravana attempted to attack the sun in his flying chariot, and on 
his return killed his own brother-in-law, Whose widow, Burn Pandaki induces 
Ravana to take vengeance on Rama by seizing his wife, because bis brother 
Lnksamnna had aeci<lentally killed Sum Pandaki ’s son, whom she had lw‘t 
in tin* forest. The two Malay texts agree, however, not only in tin change 
of the woman’s name, but also in having hro raksasas accompany Ravana, 
who become a gold and a silver dee r, and gambol in front ot Sri Rama s 
house; also in both texts Laksamana traces around Sita before leaving her
